The board of
supervisors has let contract for
the paving of the Bisbee-Warre- n road
to Bane & Tarrant, local contractors,
a. 11.95 per squareyard. The pave-
ment is to consist of a five inch bitu-
minous crushed rock base, with a three
inch bithulithic wearing surface. The
road will be 1.95 miles in length.

This is the result of the efforts of
the Warren District Commercial club
to secure this improvement for the
Warren district No- - road in Arizona
Is traveled more than that stretch of
highway extending between Bisbee and
Warren, especially on that part of the
road which runs from the city limits
of Bisbee through Lowell.
